It tvfjf» 3:45 when the first section pulled 
into the west end of the Grand Trunk 
yar<l.«( here. 
Engineer Propst, of Battle 
Crwk. who was running the engine of the 
rrnr trrifn, says he saw a U«ht and applied 
llH* nlr brakes. To his horror the air re- 
fui^od to work. 
He reversed his engine, 
but tho momentum of the train behind 
was too great and with a crash that 
nrou.'^ed all of the town near the yards 
ih<‘ two trains met. -Three cars of the 
section were telescoped and the en- 
?Tinr and five cars of the moving train 
flrmoHnhcd. The rear car of the first sec­ 
tion was a ciiboose, in which trainmen 
r‘" sleeping, and the ne*t two were 
ilUfd with sleeping circus employes. The 
}rrcate.«»t loss of life was In the caboose. 
One of the wrecked cars of the .second 
rection was occupied by five elephants 


an<i several camels. 
One elephant and 
two camfls were killed outright, while 


file other animals and trainer escaped.

BI>AME ENGINEER. 
Discussing the question of responsibility 
of the horror railroad officials unhesltat> 
nlfjly lay the blame on Engineer Probst, 
of the second section, whose home Is In 
Battle Creek. Probst says the air brakes 
refused to work, but oflticiais declare he 
could have stopped the train In time to 
have avoided serious consequences. The 
oflficlal report on the accident Issued by 
uSperintendent Brownlee declares posi­ 
tively the air brakes have been tested 
since the accident and found to be In per­ 
fect condition and there Is evidence that 
they were not applied. 


One of the ^officials discussing the acci­ 
dent and its cause said he believed En> 
gineer Probst had exhausted his air in 
<*hecldng his train several tlm ^ between 
lyansing and Durand add failed to again 
charge his tank. The ta^d brakeman and 
fireman, who were on the engine, bear 
out Probst’s statement that the brakes 
refused to work.

Ffeesents His Credentials as 
German Ambassador to 
the United States. 


Oyster Bay. Aujg. 7.—8asamore Hill, 
P resid en t Roosevelt's country home, waa 
the^scene to day of an'Interestins cere> 
mony, when Baron Speck von Sternber«. 
who on retirement of German Ambasv 
Kador von Holleben waa elevated to that 
rank, laid before the preidldent a letter 
announcing the recall of Ambassador voii 
Holleben and hla own credentials as suc> 
cessor. 


President RcKMseVelt. In replylns to tbe 
speech of Ambassador Sternberg express­ 
ed much pleasure In recelvlos his creden­ 
tial letter and said: 


“Your knowledge of the American gov­ 
ernment and people gained during your 
several periods of residence here as a dip 
lomatic agent of Germany and the pleas­ 
ant relations which have existed between; 
your.<;elf and tho executive officers of thlb 
country lend added welgiit to assurance 
of your desire and endeavor to advance 
and strengthen relations of amity which 
have been maintained so long and tm- 
brokenly between the United States and 
Germany and will enable you moreover 
to appreciate at Its full weight reciprocal 
assurance wblch I gladly offer of equal 
wish and purpose of thla government to 
promote In all practicable ways fulflill 
ment of your mission.*’ 


At th^ conclusion of the ceremony the* 
president and Ambassador von Stembeiv 
:is old Mends chatted animatedly. The' 
ambassador will be an unofflclat guest of 
the president'until to morrow. 


DISCtTSS FINANCE. 


Senators Millard of Nebraska and Hel- 
burn of Idaho were guests of tho president 
to day. To them the president stated his 
desire respecting financial legislation at 
the approaching session of congress. Mil­ 
lard agreed with the president as to de­ 
sirability of a more elastic system of cur­ 
rency, but* was quite positive the govern­ 
ment Itself ought to be behind every dol­ 
lar of currency issued, so that no ques­ 
tion of its value ever would be raised, lie 
expressed belief government bonds In suf­ 
ficient quantity now were outstanding to 
afford basis for currency Issues. He said 
he w-ould favor tbe “right kind of a meas­ 
ure” looking to greater elasticity of cur­ 
rency, but was sure some of the measures 
recently proposed would not be acceptable 
to the country.

Cala., Aug. 7.—At 1:07 this 
ahernoon a special train bearing Henry 
P, Lowe, chief engineer of ’ the United 
States Steel corporation, arrived here, 
having completed the run from the At­ 
lantic to the Pacific! more than 
3,2Da 
miles. In the fastest time on record. Lowe 
left' New York Tuesday,. Aug., 4, at 2:46 
p. m., arriving In this city seventy hours 
and tweiity-one minutes later, an hour and 
thlrty-nlnie minutes less than three days. 
The run from Chicago was made over the' 
Santa Fe railroad, 2,256 miles; time from 
Chicago to Ixw Angeles fifty-two hours 
and fifty-one minutes, an average speed 
of 42.7 miles an hour. Including all stops, 


The record breaking run Just finished by 
Lowe was undertaken with the object of 
being at the bedside ot his daughter, who 
was dying in this city. The child died 
Thursday, momljng, but Lowe was not 
advised of her death until well on his way. 
As all arrangemeilts had been made fof 
the. special and a schedule prepared by 
rnilroatls, tho trip was continued as^orig:> 
inally planned. 
As 
the 
train . passed 
through Missouri and Kansa the speed 
w'ns increased. At Lajunta. Colo., it was 
more than an hour abend of the schedule 
and vrhen Albuquerque, N. M., wae reach<i 
od at 5:15 last evening'the gain had been 
Increased to three hours and fifteen mln- 
hours arid twenty minutes ahead of time 
the special had a clear track to Los An­ 
geles, slxty-three miles. 
The run' over 
the last stretch was a record breaker, the 
speed at times beli^ ác fast as seventy- 
five miles an hotir, and at 1:07 the engine 
w-hirled Into the station. Lowe was has­ 
tily 
driven- to the Westminster hotel, 
where he Joined bis ’«ife, who has beèn 
prostrated since the death' of the child. 


The previous record for á irariscontinr 
ental run was made by A. C. R Peacock, 
director'of the United States Steel corj

Miles, commanding the army, will re­ 
tire from active service at noon to mor­ 
row, having reached the age limit of 
years.

15, when he will assume the duties of 
chief of staff; another assigning Major 
General Corbin as president of the sol- 
dlers’ home boar«l; another Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Gillespie as president of tbe board of 
ordnance and fortification, and still an­ 
other assigning Lieutenant General Young 
as member of the Sherman statue com> 
mission. 


General Miles has Issued an address on 
the occasion of his retirement. 
He ac­ 
knowledges his "appreciation of the fldel* 
ity manifesled by olIlcerB and soldiers 
iuring the past eventful y e a r s . C o n - 
inulng he expresses gratification that his

Within 
the past six months In the counties of, 
Alexander, St. Clair and Vermillion there 
has been an outburst of lawlessness of 
this character in Its worst form. Thla 
lawlessness has earned and evoked the 
righteous indignation and vigorous eon 
demnation of every cltlsen possessed of 
the least sense of decency. 


MOB LAW IS ANARCHY. 


There la only one thing to be done in 
this connection by officers of the law, 
Such officers have been entrusted with the 
confidence, safety, property and lives of 
their fellow, cltisens, and they have taken 
a solemn oath to enforce and sustain the 
the constitution and laws of their coun 
try and state. The obligation resting upon 
them is obligatory and lmparative. Mob 
rule, is anarchy. , 


The prèvailance of lynch law will resull- 
in no peace, no safety* no liberty. If a 
hundred or a thousand men infuriated 
and inflàmed by passion or prejudice or 
Intoxication or any other cause shall ^ be 
allowed to use thè power to say whether 
you or I or any other cltlsen shall Uvè 
or die, Uien there Is or can vbe no safety 
no peace, ahdf no liberty; and In that 
case all the efforts of all the men of all 
the past who have struggled and fought 
and died for liberty have been In vain 
Under a ir these circumstances it be­ 
comes my duty under section six of article 
five of the constitution of 1870 which spec­ 
ifically states tliat it shall be the duty of 
the governor to take care'that the'laws 
be faithfully executed, and to do all within* 
my power to prevent a repartition of 
the lynchlngs which have occyred ln this 
state, and to punish1 relentlessly those 
which have occurred. 


To this end I now write you in ;my ca 
pacity as chief . exccutive of the state, 
bound by my oath and required by the 
-constitution to .enforce the law, to 'request 
that you forward at once In writing a 
brief, statement of all the facts' within 
your knowledge in regard to" the recent 
lynchlhgs In your county together with 
any recommendations you may have to 
make which wHV’preverit such occurrence1 
again In your , county, or ,any other coun- 
ty in this state. 


You will please be as specific, as you ca.n 
In your statements,. as It Is not Intended 
for publication and will not be published 
unless something 1n your attitude re­ 
quires me. In the Interest of :the law and 
its enforcement, . t o give publicity to the 
statement. You will please include in your 
statement for my Information arid the 
other officers,of the law, what means if 
any, which were not adopted, could have 
been adopted’ to prevent ' thè. lynching, 
which .has occured in y^ur county. You 
will please state what steps have been 
taken to detect and punish the members 
of the mob whldh did the lynehing.r You 
will please further state in what, way I; 
or the other state officers, lean be of as* 
slstance ' in bringing about the prompt 
prosecution and the rigorous punishment 
of the gifllty parties.

an otmce for it, the metal from which 
radium .Is extracted exists ^in the Unit­ 
ed States and a company has recently 
tieeb organized at Buffalo, to produce it 
for the various nnlversities in the 
country^ says*the Chicago Rccord-Her- 
ald. 


Dr. Robert A. MilUkan. physicist of 
note at the University of Chicago, says 
that he recently received a commijnlca- 
tion from ihls company and that he 
has replied that the University of Chi­ 
cago research workers are desirous of 
securing a consignment of the precious 
substance. 


“We have been too poor to buy any 
radium, although very anxious to do 
so, because tbe discussion of many 
questions brought up by Its discovery 
is probably tbe most important among 
the physicists, chemists and patholo­ 
gists of Europe today,*' said Dr. Milll- 
kan. **The Société Centrale of Paris 
puiiM>8es to ask $0,000 a gram for ra­ 
dium, which is a little more than $170,- ' 
000 an oiftce. Thus, to secure a quan­ 
tity for experimental purposes here, 
unless there can be some reduction In 
the cost, we would have to spend as 
much as it might take to endow a d^ 
partment." 


Tbe scarcity of the worid’s supply of 
radium and the elalMrkte processes re­ 
quired for its extraction account for 
this enormous price. It is estimated 
that the complete supply of the world 
is not more than two tons. Professor 
Herbert N. McCoy of the department 
of chemistry says. 


The new substance, discoyer^ only 
three or four years ago, is found prin^ 
dpally in uranium. Pitchblende is the 
name wbicb the inlnei% give to the 
mineral oxide l^orm in which uranium 
is usually found. Tlw chunks 
pitch­ 
blende look like coal and are . seen in 
lumps smaller than a miner's hand 
within veins of othçr minerals, gold, 
silver or mica, or in small lumps in< 
granite. 


**Pltcbblende is but moderately abun­ 
dant," said Professor McCoy. ' **The 
cost of isedlng ra^um does not come 
from the scarcity of the uranium In 
this form, but because in the uranium 
the radium is found In very mlnutei 
Quantities. To get a little bit of radi­ 
um out of the Immeiwe amount of 
pitchblende Is like getting a tenth of 
a grain of gold out of three tons of 
sand. It is estimated that pitchblende 
does not contain more than one ten- 
thousandth per cent of radium. An^^ 
as has been proved by M. and Mme. 
Curie of Paris, who have led in this‘ 
work, it Is the most expensive process, 
yery naturally we are hoping that pos* 
kbiy some American will exerdse Tan- 
kM li^ ^ iilty . and extract the 
“iqetal nmre dieaply.'’

NEW SYSTEMOF TELEGRAPHY 
At a recent test in Germany of 
the Pollak-Virag system of telegraphy 
a speed of 50,000 words ah hour was 
attained. In transmitting, this sys­ 
tem, like other fast systems, uses a 
strip of paper previously punched 
with holes representing dois 
and 
dashes. The most novel feature of 
the system is the method of receiving, 
says an electrical i»aper. The incom­ 
ing electric impulses cause a thin 
strip of metal, resembling a telephone 
diaphragm, to vibrate and thus move 
a tiny mirror attached thereto. 
A 
slender beam of ligbt from an in­ 
candescent light fails upon the mirror 
and is reflected thence to a strip of 
photographically 
^nsitive 
paper, 
which is steadily unrolled by clock­ 
work when messages come. Chemicals 
for ‘‘development” being applied, the 
paper exhibits a continuous dark 
line, ^ with upward projections for 
dashes and downward ones for dots. 
The message must then be deciphered 
and the translation must be written 
out.
